4. We hereby state tot the original pa.en. is a. least partly inoperative or invalid 
because of to presence of at leas, one error in to specification, to drawings and in the claims 
(37 CFR , 1.175(a X ,)), and to. such err„r(s, arose a, to time of filing of to Application for 
to original pa.ent, and .ha. a,, errors being corrected in .his reissue application up .o to time of 
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filing of this Declaration made were without any deceptive intention on the par. of the appHcant, 
(37 CFR § 1.175(a)(2)). 

5. We further state that the at least one error in United States Patent No. 5,755,056 
(■•the '056 Paten,") is the result of an insufficiency in the claims in that less was claimed than that 
which applicants had a right to claim in the '056 Patent. (37 CFR § 1..75(a)(1)). For example, 
the recitation of a holt assembly disclosed in independent claims 1 and 3S was not needed to 
distinguish the invention over the references cited and applied in the prosecution of the patent. 
,„stead, as indicated in the specification, the claimed invention is applicable to any type of 
elecu-onic firearm, including handguns, shotguns and rifles, and does no. necessarily require the 
inclusion of a bolt assembly. Thus, the invention should have been more broadly claimed in 
terms of an electronic firearm including a system control means for monitoring the electronic 
firearm and controlling the firing of the firearm in response to various monitored conditions as 
noted by the Examiner in tine Issue Notification. The original claims 1 - 9, 1 1 - 35, and 37 - 40 
of the '056 Patent, as now amended, and new claims 41 - 43, 45 - 61, 64 - 69, 73 - 75, 85 - 87, 
and 89 - 90 submitted in me Preliminary Amendment, the Amendment of 10/26/2000, the 
Amendment of 5/1 1/2001, and present Amendment and Submission of New Forma, (amended) 
Drawings filed in mis Application for Reissue Paten, are believed to define an electronic firearm 
and process of firing ammunition from an electronic firearm ,ha. are palemab.y distinct over the 
cited references of record, as well as me additional references being submitted by our attorneys 
and ourselves in the Information Disclosure Statements previously filed. 

6. We additionally state that all errors in the specification, claims and drawings of 
the '056 Patent tot are now being corrected by this Reissue Application and each of the 
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- Amendments filed in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicants.
